Washington, Dec. 10. — Throe sets of 
vigorous resolntions for Cuban inde- 
pendence furni8)ied an interestinff fea- 
ture in the senate yesterday. They 
came from Mr. Oamcron of Pennsyl- 
vania, Mr. Mills of Texas and Mr. Call 
of Florida, and wliile differing in terms, 
breathe the Kanie Mpirit of rccoi^nition 
by the United States of Cuban inde- 
pendence. 

Senator Cameron (Bep.,Pa.) intro- 
dnotd dM following MMtntioii > 

Bmoltbd. Br tb* senate and house of 
represtntafelTea that the tndependenee of 
therepahllcof Cuba be and the same is 
hereby aoknowledged by tha United 
Statatof Amerl-a, 

Rmoltsd, That the United States 
should use its friendly offices with tho 
goyernment of Spain to bring to u cloao 
tho war between Spain and Cuba. 

Mr. Mills (Dem., Tex.) followed the 
Cameron resolution at once with thf 
following resolution : 

"Joint resolution (lircctins tho prosi- 
dfut of the United Slates to tnke pos- 
Kes.sioii of the i.shiiifl of (Juba and liold it 
until its inhabitants can instit ute surh 
government as they may wish, an* or- 
ganize and arm such forces as may be 
necessary to protect them agoinst inva- 
sion. 

RE80LVKI>, etc., ihafc tie pic tlout of 
the Unl.cd S ates is tu'iiny airi i'ti''! to 
take posses- '(111 of tiic i-liiiul o Cii ),i

The Mills resolution was referred to 
the foreign relations committee. 

Mr. Call (Dem., Fla.) followed with 
another Joint reiolntiaii as follows : 

Bbsoltxd By the senate and house of 
representatlTos that the Unlt<xl States of 
America recognizes the republic of Cuba 
as a free and Independent governtnent 
and actOL-d to tho people of I'liba all the 
rights of a Kovereigu and independent 
goviTunient in th-i p >rts and within the 
jurisdiction of tho United States. 

The resolution went to the table, Mr. 
Call announeiiip that he would speak im 
it at an early day. 

The thnv Cuban resolutions came in 
quick succession, e;u h beiiiK re;;d in full, 
and occasioned marked attention owing 
to tl)o directness and vi),'or of tholan- 
guuge used by the beuatoin. 

Senator Milla, speaking of his icaolu- 
tion, sjiid : 

"It is in line with what I have always 
ndv(x;ated and wliat I think should be 
done. The United States has assumed 
eontrol of the island to the extent of 
saying, 'Here, no one else shall inter- 
fere, or take control of the island. We 
will fight any and all nations who set 
foot on the island.' 

"This has been done for 100 years and 
here wo stand holding the island for 
Spain and allowing tho people to be 
butchered. We should take control of 
Cuba and giva the pec^le there a gov- 
ernment. ' 

SPANIS H CA NARD. 

CuIhim Ib tbc Vnltod Mates Dont BaUeve 

That Maceo In Dead. 

JACKSONViLLB.Fla., Dec. 10.— The Cu- 
bans here do not believe in the report 
sent oat by the Spanish censor that 
young Qomes and Oemnl Ifaoeo are 
dead. They point tQdMfMltiiafeMaoeo 
hae been heud ftom later than the date 
at which they say he was killed. They 
olaim that the Spaniards would not 
have held the news secret for 24 hours, 
M intimated in the Ktrana dispatch, 
nnlesB the Spaniaida bad a mottre In it. 

They think that Maoeo has cleverly 
outwitted Weyler and that in thia as in 
other oooadone of the kind, they report 
the death of Maoeo to draw attention 
from the fact that the Spanish forces 
have been outgeneraled. 

J. A. Haua, leader of the Florida 
junta, is quite outspoken and disbelieves 
the tale. He states that he hasn't had 
a word corroborative of it, and he be- 
lioves that if anything of the kind had 
happened he would liave known of it. 
"It is u Spanish cananl," said he, "to 
catch congress. Thoy reiKirted the 
other day that Maieo had run off from 
Cuba, and now tliey kill him. They do 
tills to have an ell'ect on congros.s, as 
they are al'raid tiiat conKrcss will piuss 
some measure that will aid the cause 
uiort,; than tho president's mes.sage inti- 
mated. Htminn^ 

"Until Ilioar more d(>flnitely, I will 
Still believe that Maceo is alivt* and able 
to do the enemy a deal more harm." 

DON'T BELIEV E MA CEO 18 DEAD.

OUEVBLAND, Deo. 10. — SonoT A. De 
Arrango, the local Cuban leader, fools 
confident that Geneml Maceo is not 
dead as reported.

They Will lAoli After the Wonaded and 

Sick nn noth SIdpa. 

Bl FFALO, Dec. 10.-- -Leon M. Lynch 
of Buffalo and George Heath of Water- 
town, N. Y., professional nurses, left 
tills oitj last night for Hanisbug, 
where tiiey will be Joined by Joseph 
Cox of Toongstown, O., also a profes- 
rianal nnrse. The party will then pto- 
ceed to Hanma for the purpoae or es- 
tablishinsr a hoqiital corps for the relief 
of the sicK and wounded. Speaking of 
the expedition Mr. Lynoh sud : 

"Our sympathies natnrally lie with 
the insurgent forces, and we intend to 
oonsnlt with the Onban jnnta before 
leaving New York. If we find that we 
can not reach the insurgent lines, we 
intend going straight to Havana, and 
will try to secure permission from Gen- 
eral Weyler to establish a hospital and 
look after the sufferers on both sides." 

MACEO NOT~KILLgD. 

AdvleeS Received liy tlie Spanish ItegatlOB 
in Wai«Iiiu|{toii. 

WashinotoII, Dec. 10.— Late yester- 
day afternoon an attache of the Span- 
ish legation in this dty stated that the 
Spanish minister had received private 
advices that Macoo had not been killed 
and denied al.so tli" report that General 
Weyler has VxHni wounded. 

At the Cuban head(iuartors hero no 
.ilarin is felt at the reported death of 
General MatM O. Second Secretary Diaz- 
Albortini, who is the only member of 
tho junta now in thn city, expressed 
himself in mcst jiositivo terms that tho 
story had no basis of truth, and was 
sent out for tho solo purpose iif intlueu(!- 
ing and, if passible, deferring action by 
tho congress of the United States. 

Lee Did Not SnII For Cub*. 

New Youk, Dec. 10.— Consul General 
Fitzhogh Lee was not registered as a pas- 
senger on board the Ward line steamer 
VigUanca, which sailed jerterday for 
Havana. The general manager of the 
line said that no communication had 
been received from General Lee, direct- 
ly or indin'Ctly, regarding his return to 
Cuba. The next steamer for Havana 
leaves on Saturday. 

CENSORSHIP DISPATCHES. 

JuilCinK liy I'reviuus Onew tlie Truth oi 
The.se May Be Doubted. 

Havana, Dec. 10.— General Aldave, 
reconnoitering at Magnarayo and other 

parts in the province of Santa Clara has 
dispersed several groups of insurgents 
and has captured 120 horses. 

The local gtierilla force of Goenejay, 
in a skirmish with insnrgentlf Ulled 
KcKlrignez, their leader. 

General Melqniso has captured and 
destroyed insurgent positions on the 
heights of Ica and Jibara, Pinar del Bio, 
killing the oommaiiders of the enemy in 
bothplaoee. 

Lientenant Colonel Martines attacked 
at Flaneco, Pinar del Rio, the insur- 
gents commanded by Luis Perei. He 
destroyed the enemy's camp there and 
the insurgent position at GiUicon, where 
the enemy was dispersed, leaving 
dead, including the insurgent leader. 

Major Cirujeda telegi-aphed to head- 
quarters yesterday that alter the battle 
of Pnnta Brava he had been obliged to 
abandon the bodies which in the course 
of a reconnoissance his troops had dis- 
covered to be the bodies of Maceo and 
Fnn .'o Gomez. The guide of the 
column said that the body looked like 
Maceo. Some one standing by observed 
that Maceo was in Pinar del Rio, but it 
is nevertheless believed that the bodies 
were those of the Cuban leaders. 

AeAtotlon In H»Isrlea. 

WASBiNaTOli, Deo. 10.— Senator Chan- 
dler lias introduced a bill in the senate 
for a 10 per cent reduction in the sala- 
ries of all fodonil employes. The reduc- 
tion shall begin on tho 30th of Juno, 
1897, and continue for thrive years, and 
shall include all (jflicers and employes of 
the United States whose salaries are 
paid from tho troiusury either antiually, 
quarterly, monthly or semi-monthly, 
except those whose compensation can 
not be diminished during their oontinu- 
ouce in othce. 

Bberman Kot In the Cabinet. 

WASiiiNdTox, Dec. 10. — Among the 
early callei's on Mr. Hanna yesterday 
morning was Mr. Sherman, who was 
closeted Mrith the national chairman for 
some time before congress met. The 
story waa revived about Mr. Sherman 
being offered a cabinet portfolio. It is 
simmy a rumor without foundation, for 
it M decided beyond doubt that Mr. 
Sherman will remain in the eenate, and 
he HO expressee himself to all his friends.

LoMOON, Dec. 10.— According to the

Cleveland, Dec. 10. — A year ago fire 
gutted the Kimball Block, on (% dar 
avenue. Yesterday men were set to 
work to tear down the ruins. A wall 
toppled in and buried three men. One 
is fatally hurt. Charles Boyle of Han- 
over street will die. John Elliott of 
Case avenue ri ceivod serious internal 
injuries. Tho third man's name is un- 
known. He was pulled out from under 
the di-i>ris. then ho shook himself and 
walked away unhurt. 

The Kimball Block was a li-story 
building. A short time after it burned 
a section of the walls fell upon an ad- 
joining hotise, killing one woman and 
seriouuy injuring another. 

Verdict of .ManttlaiiKlitcr. 
Elyria, O.. Dec. 10.— The vonhct in 
the case of tho state of Ohio a;,'ainst 
William Shepley for the murder of 
George Ohampnej on June 6, was 
brought in br the Jury at 9 o'clock yes- 
terdav morning, and was for man- 
slaughter. The jury was out 23 hours. 
This case has been a very interesting 
one. A hundred witnesses were heard. 
Morris Snider, being held as the accom- 
plice of Shepley, will be tried during 
the pr>JSv?nt term of court. 

Boy Commlta Salolde. 
Sidney, O., Dec. 10.— A horrible sui- 
cide is reported from Maplewood, a 
small town in the tiortlio.astern part of 
this county. Harley Stockstill, 14, 
blew his brains oat with a shotgun be- 
cause his parents refused a roiiuest to 
accompany them to a noi^'hliors. He 
placed the muzzle of a gun in his month 
and discharged both barrels, tearing his 
head all to pieces. The boy delibeiatoly 
planned his sclf-destrootfon during Ins 
parents' absence. 

He Haa Skipped. 
Hamilton, ()., Doc. 10.— N. A. Peter- 
son came to this city fotir mouths ago 
and started a merchant tailoring estab- 
lishment on High street. Last night at 
a late hour a wagon stopped at his store 
and removed his entin stock to some 
unknown place. Peterson and his trunk 
have also disappeared from his boarding 
place. He is imown to have left no 
large billa eioepting one for a mouth s 
rent. 

Fatally Cut.

Mr. Chandler r*'sponded and quite a 
lengthy debate followed until tho morn- 
ing hour expired and tlie heated con- 
troversy went over. This leaves pend- 
ing the motion to refer the Dingley bill 
to the finance committee, but the mo- 
tion has no privilege giving it pref er- 
ence over other measures. 

Efforts to secure an adjournment and 
an executive session were successfully 
resisted by Mr. Lodge, who succeeded 
in having the imm^gratira bill token 
up. He yielded, however, to a personal 
re(inest from Mr. Gibson (Dem., Md.) 
for time to look into the bill, and then, 
at 2 :'iO, the senate went into executive 
session and soon after adjourned. 

When asked to explain the motive of 
his motion in tiie senate to take up the 
Dingley tariff bill, Senator Allen re- 
plied : "I had no motive except, as we 
used to say in the army, to feel the 
enemy.

A decision of Judge Si ttlf. of Warren 
County, rendered laat week, will prove 
a bard blow to the bailding and loan 
companies of the State if his decision is 
afTirmed by the Court of Appeals. The 
ruling was made in the case of Carter vs. 
the Globe Building and Loan Association, 
and declares section 804 of the Kentucky 
statutes unconstitutional bee a naa ol the 
usury contained therein. 

The opinion, after declaring the power 
of corporations to renrjiimize under the 
new statutes, says " the Court of Appeals 
haa never construed section 864, but has 
repeatedly held such transactions as are 
attempted to be legalized by it to be 
usurious and illegal. « ^ * The fact 
that the money is loaned by the corpora- 
tion to one of its members can make no 
ditFerence. The entire transaction is 
against the letter and spirit of the statute 
against usury. 

"It is certain that those who fail lo 
borrow prosper under the workings of 
this assodatkm, but they do ao on the 
needs and miafortunea of their fellow 
members." 

The decision fnrtber says section 864 
is unconstitutional because it is a special 
act to violate tlie rate oi intvrest. Ti e 
case has been appealed, and will be 
watcheil with mucii interest.

They threatened to kill 
him if he did not. and this failing, they 
placed a stick of dynamite at the car 
door and blew it to pieces and badly 
shattered one side of th»! car. Fortun- 
ately it was a through car and the 
money was in a time-locked safe. Find- 
ing it useless to try to blow this open, 
tlie robbers jumped off and uotmed 
their companions on the engine that 
they had failed to get anything. 

Oondtictor William Hall came for- 
ward to find ont what was the matter.

Millionaire and Pauper. 
A comparison of some oensni flgorei 
■hows startling effects in the distribu- 

fion of wealth to population in this 
country. Khode Island as an agrionl- 
tnral section is perliapa the poorest part 
of the Union. Yet the gain in wealth 
made by Rhode Island between 1880 
and 1890 was $41,000,000 greater than 
that of Mississippi, Sonth Carolina, In- 
diana and Illinois all pnt together. 
The same condition holds good of 
, every part of Ifew England, which is 
I the poorest section of the country agri- 
I culturally. Massachu.setts nlono gained 
in wealth #11,000,000 more than ten of 
the sonthem and western statM gained 
unitedly, although these states have 
uinu times the population of Massachu- 
setts. New 7ork gained in wealth f 7,- 
000,000 more than the rombined in- 
crease of 16 of the most productive agri- 
cultural states of the Union. All the 
northern Atlantic states made a like 
tremendous gain as compared with the 
rest of the Union. 

The other side of the picture is that 
in the very states which grow in wealth 
so rapidly pauperism increases jn.st as 
rapidly. The state of Now York is so 
wealthy that year before last its riches 
increased more than $100,000,000. Yet 
this same Now York contains nearly 
one-seventh of all the paupers in the 
country. In the three states of New 
York, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, 
where the larpi st fortunes of the coun- 
try are concentrated, the pauper rate is 
twice high as in the agricnltoral 
states. Splendid wealth and abject pov- 
erty walk hand in hand and with equal 
step. One grows m tbe other grown

They have taken 
many photo;rraplis and have a com- 
plete plan of the river and adjacent ter- 
ritory. 

This was a measure of precaution, in 
view of the pcrsistint rumors that ('liip- 
pewa Falls parties were preparint; to 
bring suits for heavy daimiges against 
the Dells Improvement coinjiany of tins 
city, and the city of Eau Claire on the 
groaiul tliat they were responsible for 
tlie ice >,'or^'e. This survey shows t liat, 
while the river is iceboiuul nearly all 
the way, the ^orge that caused Uietroa- 
ble was at Chippewa Falls.
